Ccuia a device be created which would prove definitely whether 
cr not an individual posesses electrical potential or a biofield? 
Dees such a device already exist? 

Doctor of Technical Sciences G. Sergeyev responds: 

"One might say that the brain, even the entire human body is 
nothing more than a liquid cyrstal. "Liquid" in this case ned not be 
understood literally, of course. The substance of such a crystal 
miqht he physically solid. Its crystal lattice is clearly very 
dy ramie. The electrons in it can, under the influence of diffrent 
fields, be easily shifted from their own levels, and auxiliary 
electromagnetic fields can arise. Experience gained in working with 
the problem cf the energetics of the human organism and the presence

in it cf a biofield ace evidence of the fact that the brain is 
capable cf creating the effect of superconductivity or a space tunnel 
effect analogous to electromagnetic phenomena in radio engineering, 
sette individuals are able to control this process at will - to create 
a channel with an intense concentrated biofield in the space between 
themselves and the object which they wish tc influence. In some cases 
ever microscopic bursts of ball lightening develop in such channels. 
The effect of these tiny clusters of electron plasma is analogous to 
the explcsicn cf small masses of trotyl. Such people are capable of 
destroying adenosine triphosph cric acid —a substance responsible for 
the contraction of muscle fibers- in the cells of small portions of 
living tissue and of causing palpitations and other significant 
phenomena. 

In the presence of a ccmmitf.ee of specialists I observed one 
lady who had been placed in a dark, screened reem. A wrapper 
containing clean photographic paper in envelopes impermeable' to light 
had been placed around her head. She was asked to mentally project 
onto this paper various geometrical figures - a square, rhomb, 
triangle, cross, etc. later, when the paper was developed, the 
requested forms were clearly discernible. 

Another lady in our experiment induced contractions in the 
muscles cf a frog* s leg which had been placed in a physiological 
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scluten (such contractions are generally induced by the effect of a 
«eak electrical charge). When the leg had ceased to twitch, she 
announced that it would new be impossible tc revive it with any kind 
cf charge. A thorough biochemical analysis revealed that the 
adenosine triphosphoric acid in the cells had been destroyed. 

In both cases an intensification in the strength of the biofield 
and magnetic whirls were observed near the subjects. All this was 
registered by a special device called a bi-oplasmograph. 

it is quite possible that this is the first time our readers 
have heard qf this device. And, indeed, it has been in existence for 
a relatively short time- Basically it consists cf a disc made cf an 
crganic substance containing chclesteryl acetate. This powdered 
substance represents a liquid crystal. Cholesteryl acetate is 
extreiely sensitive to changes in the envi.rcr. 0 ent. It registers weak 
effects frem fields of any kind and is used to observe magnetic 
whirls - a pheremenen which has been little studied by physicists. 
Cagnetic whirls possess real kinetic erjergJ- 

An individual capable cf using his own train (which, 
incidentally, is a liquid crystal in classical form) to create the 
space tunnel effect is also capable of causing a magnetic field to 
whirl and thus of transmitting kinetic energy tc various objects. 
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This energy i.s certainly not great, yet, if it Here amplified by 
ireans of modern ra dioteehni cal means, then seme time in the future it 
nicht be possible to create a force system whose center would be the 
human L r a i q or a liquid crystal model cf it, Inagine a construction 
site without a single crane, where all components of the errected 
structure are Jiftec and assembled by means cf amplified magnetic 
whirls. This is far in the future, of course. le t even in the past 
certain persons were said tc have supernatural powers, the "evil 
eye", apparently such people were capable cf creating extremely weak 
field ir.te ractiens , Such interactions can new ;be registered and 
modeled with the aid of th bicplasicgraph. 

One might ask: "If these effects exist, then might it not be 
pcssilte tc transmit thoughts tc great distances? In the primary 
stage cf its formation a thought cannot be transmitted. At this stage 
it is only an emoticn, which through a complex psychological process 
will later be converted into words and ideas- let emotions can be 
transmitted and certain persons do, in fact, transmit them by means 
cf the spa.ee tunnel effect. We lave modeled this moment with our 
device. 

The bicplasraograph is also very sensitive to gravitational 
anomalies and can perform a greet service tc geologists. 
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jt might also serve as a diagnostic tccl and biostimulator for 
the heart. The heart's activity could be maintained simply by 
carrying a cbclesteryl acetate plate in the pocket. 

People seldom even suspect when moving to a new apartment that 
the magnetic level in one room may vary significantly and that 
magnetic whirls may even develop ir a certain .corner, k healthy 
perse r may net notice this. Yet someone with heart problems must take 
precautions in selecting a place for his ted, for example. Magnetic 
distur t ances cculd he very cancerous it his case. Thus the 
fcicplasmcgtaph can indicate the best place in a room for the bed, 
television* shelf, etc; 

There can fce many types cf bicplasmographs with varying degrees 
cf complexity depending on purpose. They can all find a place in our 
lives - frem everdaj use to the solving of complex scientific 
pr cblens . 

Brf cr tuneatel y , as is often the case in science and other 
fields, our endeavors have ettracted sensationalists and those with 
idealistic explanations for various phenomena, at times supported fcy 
the most inane '‘details." This las greatly hindered the work of the 
scientists, who through thorough testing of facts and phenomena seek 
material explanations ter. ijature. 
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
